REMARKS 

In the Office Action mailed August 15, 2005, the Examiner objected to the drawings 
and rejected claims 1-3 and 8-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over United 
States Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0181205 ("Shia et al") in view of United 
States Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0156171 ("Dong et al"). Claims 21-31 were 
expressly allowed, and claims 4-7 and 1 1-20 were objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

By this present amendment, applicants are submitting formal drawing. 
Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. Claims 1-31 are pending in this 
application. 

The Examiner objected to the drawings because the numerals were hand drawn and 
because some of the figures were based upon photographs. Applicants are submitting 
herewith formal drawings to replace the drawings filed with the application, consisting of ten 
(10) sheets, Figures 1-21. Approval of these formal drawings is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3 and 8-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shia et al in view of Dong et al. Because the combination of Shia et al and 
Dong et al does not set forth every element of the rejected claims, the combination of Shia et 
al and Dong et al does not present a prima facie case of obviousness. 

Independent claim 1 recites a heat sink clip having, inter alia, a body having an outer 
panel, an inner panel, a bearing surface on at least one of the outer and inner panels, and a 
lever pivotally attached to the heat sink. In asserting that the combination of Shia et al and 
Dong et al rendered claim 1 obvious, the Examiner directed the applicants to reference 
numeral 221 in Fig 2 A of Shia et al as constituting the outer and inner panels of the body, and 
characterized that same reference numeral 221 as the bearing surface. Applicants disagree 
with this characterization of Shia et al as to the extent Shia et al discloses a body panel, it 
only discloses one such panel, as shown by reference numeral 260. In addition, reference 
number 221 of Shia et al, even if one were to characterize it as a bearing surface, is part of the 
pivotally attached lever, and not part of a body panel. In addition, Dong et al does not 
disclose either of the shortcomings of Shia et al. As such, the combination of Shia et al and 
Dong et al does not present a prima facie case of obviousness for at least these reasons. 

Accordingly, applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the rejection of 
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claims 1-3 and 8-10.
